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PREFACE 


Toys  at  Play  is  one  of  the  books  in  The  Beacon  Library 
containing  carefully  graded  reading  material  within  the 
range  of  the  child’s  interests  and  of  the  right  degree  of 
word  difficulty  for  successive  Stages  in  the  Beacon  Reading 
Course. 

Though  Toys  at  Play  deals  with  situations  and  experiences 
that  are  entirely  different  from  those  introduced  in  the 
main  readers  for  the  Book  One  Stage  of  Beacon  Reading, 
it  has  a  vocabulary  which  is  common  to  those  books.  It 
contains  in  all  3086  words,  but  out  of  this  total  there  are 
only  238  different  words,  giving  an  average  repetition  of 
13  times  for  each  word.  Further,  only  the  words  listed 
overleaf  will  be  unfamiliar  to  the  child  who  has  read  the 
main  readers  for  the  Book  One  Stage,  and  has  completed 
the  phonic  work  of  that  Stage.  As  the  vocabulary  ap¬ 
proximates  equally  closely  to  that  of  Old  Friends — an¬ 
other  book  in  The  Beacon  Library  for  the  Book  One  Stage — 
the  two  can  be  used  interchangeably  and  thus  help  to 
provide  the  pupil  with  the  additional  reading  which  is 
essential  for  fluency. 
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The  following  words  may  be  unfamiliar  to  children  who 
have  just  completed  Stage  One  of  either  the  Original  or  the 
Old  Lob  Approach  to  Beacon  Reading.

Posy  Don’t  cry,  Rosy. 

You  can  do  some  things 
that  Robin  can  not. 
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Posy  Don’t  bite  the  hoop,  Spot. 
You  can  jump  through  it. 

Punch  Muffy  would  like  to  jump. 
Lift  up  your  feet,  Muffy, 
and  jump  through  the  hoop. 
Good,  Muffy  !  You  jump  well. 
Did  you  see  Muffy  jump 
through  the  big  hoop.  Posy? 
Spot  can  jump  through  it  too. 
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Robin  What  shall  we  play  today  ? 
Punch  HIDE-THE-THIMBLE. 

Robin  That  is  a  good  game. 
Here  is  Ruth’s  work-box. 

The  thimble  is  in  the  work-box. 
Posy,  you  may  begin  the  game. 
Take  the  thimble  and  hide  it. 
We  will  not  look,  Posy. 
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Robin  Let  us  find  the  thimble. 
We  must  look  all  over  for  it. 
Tell  us  when  we  are  hot,  Posy. 
Tell  us  when  we  are  cold 
Posy  You  are  all  cold. 

You  can  not  find  the  thimble. 
Oh  Teddy  !  You  are  very  hot ! 
Robin  and  Rosy,  you  are  cold. 
Punch  I  see  it !  I  see  it ! 

Posy  Have  you  seen  it,  Punch? 
Robin  I  see  it !  I  see  it ! 

Spot  So  do  I !  So  do  I ! 

Posy  You  have  all  seen  it. 

It  is  on  the  shelf. 

Punch  shall  hide  it  this  time. 
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Posy  Here  is  John’s  paint-box. 
I  will  paint  your  picture,  Rosy. 
It  will  be  a  pretty  picture. 

Get  me  some  water 
for  mixing  the  paints. 


Rosy  Let  me  look  at  the  picture. 
Oh  !  It  is  not  at  all  pretty. 

You  do  not  paint  well,  Posy. 

I  will  teach  you  how  to  paint. 
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Punch  Little  fish, 
what  do  you  wish? 

Fish  I  wish  to  swim  in  water. 
Punch  Would  you  like  hot  water  ? 
Fish  I  like  cold  water. 

Punch  Here  is  the  water,  fish. 

Robin  Little  fish,  little  fish, 

You  may  swim,  if  you  wish. 
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Quack-Quack  I  wish  to  Swim, 

like  the  fish. 

Will  you  put  me  in  the  water  ? 


Punch  You  have  rollers  on. 

You  can  not  swim  in  rollers. 

Quack-Quack  Take  the  rollers  off. 
Then  put  me  into  the  water. 

Punch  I  will  take  your  rollers  off. 
Then  you  can  swim. 

Quack-Quack  I  am  in  the  water. 
Quack-quack  !  See  me  swim. 
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Rosy  Oh  Punch!  You  are  wet! 
Where  have  you  been,  Punch  ? 

Punch  I  fell  into  the  water. 

I  put  my  ship  into  the  tub 
to  see  it  sail.

Punch  Let  me  have  it,  Rosy. 
I  do  want  a  soldier’s  cap. 


Posy  How  funny  you  look. 

It  is  too  big  for  you,  Punch. 
Rosy  will  make  a  cap  for  you. 
Robin  Make  me  a  cap,  Rosy. 

Rosy  I  will  make  a  soldier’s  cap 
for  all  of  us. 
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Rosy  Here  is  a  cap  for  Teddy. 
Come,  Punch  and  Posy. 

Here  are  caps  for  you. 

Robin  Now  we  are  soldiers. 

Be  quick  and  get  into  a  line.
